IHP  25^^  Anniversary  and  formal  building  dedication: 

The  IHP  is  turning  25  and  there  will  be  a celebration  as  well  as  a dedication  of  the  Catherine 
Filene  Shouse  Building,  the  new  and  permanent  home  of  the  IHP.  The  theme  for  the  event 
will  be:  “Celebrating,  Teaching,  Learning,  and  Research  Milestones”  and  the  activities  include 
speakers  and  a picnic  lunch  at  the  park  next  to  the  building.  The  Alumnae  is  pleased  to  be 
included.  The  dedication  of  the  building  for  the  IHP  has  been  a long  time  dream  that  is  now  a 
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reality.  The  Alumnae  contributed  to  the  building  with  donations  for  both  the  new  and 
expanded  Ruth  Sleeper  Learning  Center  and  the  exhibit  of  the  history  in  the  lobby  of  the 
building. 

Worcester  County  MGH  Club: 

The  Worcester  County  MGH  Club  turns  60!  From  all  of  the  history  that  we  can  find  this  is 
the  oldest  organized  group  that  has  consistently  met  at  least  once  or  twice  a year.  It  was 
founded  in  1942  by  Hazel  Walker  Whitmarsh  class  of  1924.  In  1994  a brief  history  was 
compiled  of  bits  and  pieces  of  information  gathered  from  Hazel  Whitmarsh  and  Adelaide  De 
Long  Dea  class  of  1918  one  of  the  charter  members  by  Muriel  Settle  Pollock  class  of  1942. 
Long  standing  members  then  checked  the  facts  and  the  following  account  (as  accurate  as 
possible  under  the  circumstances)  was  written: 

“The  reason  for  the  history  at  this  time  is  that  our  scrapbook  and  other  material  from  the  past 
appears  to  have  been  misplaced,  and  we  do  want  a record  of  this  club,  especially  now,  with  the 
closing  of  the  School  of  Nursing. 

It  all  started  when  Adelaide  Dea  was  a patient  at  Memorial  Hospital  in  Worcester,  MA.  Hazel 
Walker  was  a supervisor,  Sylvia  Fay  Gagnon  (1917)  was  in  OPD  and  Abigail  Norris  (1934) 
was  in  the  OR.  Hazel  decided  to  get  in  touch  with  these  people  and  invited  them  to  a 
‘bandana  picnic’.  Hazel  was  to  bring  the  dessert  which  turned  out  to  be  watermelon.  This 
first  meeting,  according  to  Hazel  was  in  the  fall  of  1942  at  Greenhill  Park  in  Worcester. 
Evidently  there  were  some  good  cooks  in  the  group  as  they  had  more  food  than  they  could  eat. 
Hazel  had  brought  her  Gray  Book  (directory)  and  this  was  used  to  get  additional  names  and 
addresses.  Eleanor  Fowle  Clark  (1918)  was  willing  to  act  as  secretary  and  Adelaide  Dea  was 
Hazel’s  main  support. 

The  next  meeting  was  held  in  the  spring  of  1943  at  Adelaide  DeLong  Dea’s  house  in  Holden. 

It  was  planned  for  outdoors,  but  the  weather  did  not  cooperate  - it  snowed,  so  they  moved  it 
indoors  around  the  fireplace. 

Another  of  the  early  meetings  was  held  at  the  home  of  Madeline  Hamel  Hoelsch  (1944)  where 
the  members  were  treated  to  TV  for  the  first  time.  At  this  meeting  a guest  was  Margaret 
Dieter  who  wrote  the  MGH  Song. 

Other  meetings  were  held  in  the  apartment  of  Ema  Kuhn  (1914),  director  of  nurses  at 
Worcester  Hahnemann  Hospital,  and  in  North  Brookfield  at  the  home  of  Georgiana  Chase 
(1906)  where  there  was  enough  food  to  feed  an  army  and  only  five  showed  up.  This  was  in 
1947.  Four  of  the  five  were  Annette  Heinzle  Desmarais  (1944),  Frances  Tomasunas  Kay 
(1941)  and  of  course,  the  hostess  Georgianna  Chase. 

Another  name  I remember  from  the  past  was  Laura  Currier  Morrison  (1915).  There  are 
probably  names  that  I left  out,  certainly  unintentially. 

This  brings  things  up  to  date  with  the  minutes  that  start  in  June  1951.  The  group  had  grown 
large  enough  that  they  felt  they  ought  to  meet  in  restaurants  twice  a year.  At  that  time  they 
were  held  in  June  and  September.  These  times  have  been  changed  to  May  and  October  to 
avoid  conflict  with  school  activities. 

The  meetings  have  been  mostly  social  gatherings.  There  have  been  speakers  on  occasion: 
Sylvia  Perkins,  Mary  MacDonald,  Catherine  Philbin,  who  showed  us  the  hats  she  made.  Dr 
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Neumann  and  recently  Marjorie  Paulson  told  about  her  day  with  the  VNA  of  Westboro.  As 
money  from  dues  has  accumulated  over  the  years  we  have  sent  donations  to  the  MGH  Nurses 
home  building  fund,  to  current  projects  relating  to  nurses,  gifts  to  the  bazaar,  to  the  Sally 
Johnson  Scholarship  Fund,  MGH  Nurses  Alumnae  General  Fund,  and  to  the  Winchell  School 
in  memory  of  Miss  Kuhn’s  sister. 

The  MGH  Club  has  had  its  ups  and  downs.  As  of  November  1994  it  has  been  in  existence  for 
52  years,  this  alone  is  something  to  be  proud  of.  There  should  be  many  more  good  years 
ahead.

The  group  is  still  alive  and  well  and  meets  twice  a year  in  May  and  October  at  O’Connors

A special  note: 

Alice  Yancy  Conlon  class  of  1941  died  on  March  18,  2002.  From  1976  to  1985  she  was  the 
editor  of  the  Quarterly  Record.  Over  all  of  those  years  she  edited,  proofread,  and  got  four 
editions  a year  to  the  printer  so  that  we  all  could  have  the  news  of  the  school  and  classmates. 
When  she  retired  from  the  editor  position  in  1985  she  was  missed  by  those  on  the  Board  who 
always  could  count  on  her  to  have  each  edition  ready  and  out  on  time. 

And  as  we  reported  in  the  last  issue  of  Beyond  the  Cap,  Sylvia  Perkins  died  on  November  1 8, 
2002  at  the  age  of  96.  If  you  haven’t  read  the  wonderful  Centenial  Review  that  she  wrote  for 
the  Alumnae  Association  for  the  Centenial,  you  should  get  a copy  and  read  it.

MGH  IHP  UPDATE 
Arlene  Lowenstein  PhD,  RN 
MGH  School  of  Nursing  Endowment 
May  15, 2002 

Students  - We  currently  have  200  students  in  the  Nursing  Program.  Our  NCLEX  pass  rate 
was  96%  for  first  time  takers  this  year.  Those  very  few  who  did  not  pass  will  retake  and 
students  have  been  successful  on  the  second  try.  Our  graduates  also  score  well  above  the 
national  average  on  advanced  practice  NP  certification  exams,  with  a 94%  pass  rate.  Since 
entry-level  students  do  not  have  summer  classes,  most  work  full  time  as  RNs,  and  we  have 
had  25  working  at  MGH  this  year.  Many  continue  to  work  part  time  during  their  last  year  in 
school.  Therefore,  when  they  graduate  they  have  over  a year’s  experience  as  a registered 
nurse,  but  they  are  new  to  practicing  as  a nurse  practitioner.  Entry-level  students  in  the 
summer  between  the  first  and  second  year  often  work  as  patient  care  assistants,  and  most  are 
working  at  MGH.  There  are  46  entry-level  students  in  the  new  first  year  class.  As  usual  they 
bring  a wide  variety  of  valuable  life  and  educational  experiences  to  share  with  each  other, 
their  patients  and  faculty.  There  are  74  deposits  for  September  entry-level  admissions,  and 
additional  RNs  coming  into  the  program. 

Faculty  - I had  expected  to  retire  from  my  position  as  Program  Director  this  year,  but  the 
search  has  been  extended  and  1 will  be  staying  on  until  the  search  is  complete.  A search  firm 
has  been  hired.  The  search  consultant  working  with  us  is  Dr.  Billye  Brown,  former  Dean  of 
Nursing  at  the  University  of  Texas.  She  is  highly  respected  in  the  nursing  profession  and  is  a 
former  President  of  Sigma  Theta  Tau,  Nursing’s  honor  society.  Dr.  Brown  served  as  an 
accreditation  visitor  for  our  recent  successful  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges  (NEASC)  accreditation.  Because  of  this  visit,  she  is  familiar  with  our  school,  and  has 
complimented  us  on  a very  high  quality  educational  program. 

Our  faculty  has  been  very  productive.  Seven  faculty  members  and  four  students  contributed 
chapters  and  examples  for  my  book  on  Innovative  Teaching  Strategies  in  Nursing,  which  was 
published  this  year.  Dr.  Inge  Corless  completed  a book  on  a history  of  hospice  care,  and 
faculty  have  a strong  record  of  published  journal  articles.  Four  faculty  are  working  with  a 
project,  currently  in  grant  review  with  the  National  Institute  of  Nursing  Research,  that  will 
educate  Nurse  Practitioners  to  assess  elderly  patients  for  signs  of  dysphagia,  or  difficulty 
swallowing,  and  to  refer  or  plan  care  to  address  this  major  problem  that  often  causes 
malnutrition,  aspiration  and  pneumonia.  The  program  is  unique  in  that  we  will  be  following  up 
with  the  nurse  practitioners  through  once  a month  on-line  case  conferences.  Two  articles  about 
Dysphagia  Assessment  in  the  Elderly  have  been  published.  Faculty  has  been  working  with 
Domestic  Violence  issues  and  research  on  spirituality  and  health.  Faculty  have  been  active  in 
international  health  care  and  nursing  education  efforts  and  traveled  to  China,  England  and 
South  Africa.  Four  faculty  members  are  completing  doctoral  study,  two  of  those  through  a 
distance-learning  program.  By  going  through  that  type  of  program  they  have  been  very  helpful 
in  assisting  us  to  set  up  our  distance  learning  efforts. 

Programs  - We  have  begun  a graduate  level  certificate  program  in  HIV/AIDS  that  is  being 
offered  through  distance  learning.  This  is  our  first  foray  into  that  educational  milieu,  and  we 
are  working  with  Pat  Sparks,  the  Institute’s  Director  of  Distance  Learning  and  Continuing 
Education,  to  develop  other  areas  appropriate  to  distance  education.  We  will  be  presenting 
some  of  science  summer  prerequisites  for  entry-level  students  in  distance  learning,  and  a 
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distance-learning  course  in  advanced  psychopharmacology  is  also  being  taught  this  summer. 
Faculty  will  be  undergoing  a faculty  development  day  in  June  to  learn  more  about  these 
teaching  techniques. 

Our  newest  specialty  programs  in  Psych/Mental  Health  and  Acute  Care  are  in  operation  and 
going  well.  We  have  embarked  on  a planning  process  to  institute  an  RN  to  MSN  program  for 
diploma  and  associate  degree  nurses,  which  has  been  approved  by  the  IHP  faculty,  and  is  in 
the  final  approval  stage.  We  also  worked  in  collaboration  with  MGH  to  develop  and 
implement  a course  in  critical  care  for  their  newly  hired  graduates  The  course  does  not  carry 
academic  credit.  The  first  class  has  graduated  and  they  are  now  working  in  the  ICUs. 
Evaluations  of  students,  preceptors  and  hospital  staff  were  excellent.  The  second  class  is 
currently  in  operation. 

We  are  very  excited  about  the  move  into  our  new  building  in  the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard  on 
the  waterfront.  We  have  settled  in  well  and  now  have  a campus  setting.  The  building  has  two 
nursing  labs  and  state  of  the  art  classrooms  to  help  us  take  advantage  of  the  technological 
revolution,  but  at  the  same  time  maintaining  our  focus  on  providing  excellent  and  personalized 
nursing  care  for  our  patients  and  their  families.

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MGH  Nursing  Update

It’s  my  pleasure  to  share  two  new  initiatives  with  you.  The  first  is  the  introduction  of  the 
Clinical  Recognition  Program,  a new  program  for  professional  clinical  staff  in  Patient  Care 
Services.  The  program  was  developed  in  response  to  clinicians’  requests,  through  staff  forums 
and  the  annual  Staff  Perceptions  of  the  Professional  Practice  Environment  Survey,  to  create  a 
mechanism  to  more  formally  acknowledge  and  reward  the  professional  practice  of  clinicians. 
The  Clinical  Recognition  Program  does  that  and  more.  Through  the  program,  clinicians  in  six 
disciplines  - Nursing,  Occupational  Therapy,  Physical  Therapy,  Respiratory  Therapy,  Social 
Work,  and  Speech-Language  Pathology — can  evaluate  and  seek  recognition  for  their  clinical 
practice.  They  can  also  draw  on  the  program’s  resources  and  use  them  as  a guide  for 
continued  professional  development. 

The  Clinical  Recognition  Program  reflects  the  work  of  many  people  in  Patient  Care  Services. 
More  than  two  years  ago,  I charged  the  Professional  Development  Committee,  a committee 
within  the  collaborative  governance  structure  of  Patient  Care  Services,  to  define  a framework 
for  a professional  recognition  program.  The  committee  researched  the  field  of  skill 
acquisition  and,  in  particular,  studied  the  work  of  Drs.  Hubert  and  Stuart  Dreyfus  and  Dr. 
Patricia  Benner.  They  also  met  with  groups  of  MGH  clinicians  and  examined  narratives  - 
stories  of  clinical  practice  - written  by  MGH  staff. 

Through  the  committee’s  work,  a picture  of  clinical  practice  at  MGH  began  to  emerge  and  laid 
the  groundwork  for  the  Clinical  Recognition  Program.  The  development  process  has  helped 
us  ensure  that  the  program  we  are  launching  is  not  only  grounded  in  a solid  theoretical 
framework,  but,  perhaps  even  more  importantly,  is  also  based  on  the  real  life  experiences  of 
MGH  clinicians. 

The  program  asks  applicants  to  analyze  their  practice  as  it  relates  to  the  following  critical 
themes: 

♦ Clinician-patient  relationship 

♦ Clinical  knowledge  and  decision-making 

♦ Teamwork  and  collaboration 

♦ Movement  (for  Occupational  Therapy  and  Physical  Therapy  only). 

Clinicians  in  all  disciplines  incorporate  these  themes  as  they  deliver  care.  As  they  gain 
knowledge  and  integrate  their  clinical  experiences,  the  way  in  which  they  practice  within  and 
across  each  theme  evolves  and  matures. 

The  Clinical  Recognition  Program  describes  criteria  within  each  them  that  define  four  levels 
of  clinical  practice: 

♦ Entry-level  clinician 

♦ Clinician 

♦ Advanced  clinician 

♦ Clinical  scholar 
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1 am  pleased  to  note  that  the  review  of  the  initial  set  of  portfolios  is  currently  underway.  It  is 
my  hope  that  the  Clinical  Recognition  program  will  become  a primary  vehicle  for  fostering 
and  celebrating  excellence  in  practice. 

The  other  initiative  I’d  like  to  highlight  is  MGH  Nursing’s  new  image  campaign.  In  recent 
months,  we’ve  been  working  with  our  advertising  agency  to  create  an  image  campaign  that 
differentiates  MGH  Nursing  from  other  nursing  departments.
